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Signs  of  Promise. 


As  the  weeks  gO  by  and  the  time  for  the 
closing  of  the  Home  Mission  and  the  For- 
eign Mission  Books  eomes  that  much  near- 
er, we  all  beeome  more  anxious  as  to  the 
reeord  that  we  make  in  behalf  of  these  two 
great  causes,  When  you  read  this,  there 
will  he  left  less  than  thirty  days  to  the  end 
of  the  year.  . What  is  the  reeord  in  your 
church!  What  would  the  record  have  been 
if  you  had  done  what  you  could?  Would 
Jesus  say  “Well  done,”  to  your  gift,  or  ra- 
ther. has  he  said  it?  The  rain  of  Sunday, 
the  22nd.  was  well  nigh  all  over  the  State, 
and  congregations  were  small  and  mission 
collections  were  not  so  numerous  nor  so 
large.  Yet  the  good  work  went  on,  and 
good  reports  are  heard  from  the  churches 
that  did  dare  to  serve  (5od  with  their  mnnt>y. 

At  Okolona  a good  eongregation  for  the 
day  was  on  hand,  and  Pastor  Pugh  said  lie 
must  make  a beginning,  and  although  the 
folks  had  just  subscribed  $500  on  parson- 
age debt,  a beginning  was  made  that  gives 
promise  of  $100  for  Foreign  Missions.  At 
night  we  had  a recognition  service  partici- 
pated in  by  several  brethren  closing  with 
the  “best  wine  at  the  last”  from  some  men 
of  the  church. 

The  first  installment  of  the  Durant  offer- 
ing came  to  hand  which  must  have  left  a 
goo,!  taste  in  Pastor  Holcomb’s  mouth  ns 
it  already  is  beyond  any  former  gift  from 
this  church,  but  when  the  full  amount  is  in. 
we  may  have  to  sit  up  at  night  with  afore- 
said. 

Ackerman  comes  next  on  list  with  $71.20 
for  Foreign  Missions  wishing  it  was  more, 
but  as  the  new  church  is  on  hand  we  shall 
we.it  and  see  what  we  shall  see  when  that 
has  been  occupied. 

Rock  Hill,  a feeble  band  a few  years  ago, 
but  steadily  pushing  to  the  front  sends 
$40.45  for  the  two  great  missions  now  on 
our  hearts.  Bethesda,  where  J.  A.  L., 
preaches  faith  that  grows  into  assurance  as 
the  child  of  God  grows  in  grace  and  under- 
stands more  and  more  things  spiritual, 
shows  interest  in  Foreign  Missions  to  the 
amount  of  $27.10. 

Here  is  another  message  from  old  Union 
in  Tippah  hills  with  $32.04  for  Home  Mis- 
sions, and  with  it  is  word  from  Topisaw 
and  check  for  $31.50. 

Pearlhaven  is  where  the  big  saw  mill  is, 
and  a Baptist  mission  church  receiving  one- 
half  on  patosr’s  salary  from  State  Missions, 
but  the  collection  was  for  Foreign  Missions, 
and  was  far  ahead  of  last  year,  cheering  the 
heart  of  pastor. 

The  little  shepherd  of  Handsboro.  but 
big  in  heart  and  effort,  ready  to  tackle  the 
Timea-Democrat  or  any  other  sort  of  a crat 
when  it  does  not  talk  right  on  missions, 
and  prohibition,  has  been  leading  Logtown, 
Shiloh  and  Handsboro  in  mission  collections 
and  the  result  » $65  with  the  hope  that 
larger  things  are  yet  in  store. 

Mt.  Paran  wakes  up  to  find  that  Home 
Missions  must  have  $21  hitherto  sleeping 
quietly  in  the  pockets  of  the  saints,  while 
Vaiden  more  than  doubles  what  she  did 
last  year.  Aberdeen  sends  enough  to  car- 
ry the  figures  to  $63.65  for  Home  Missions, 
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an  earnest  of  what  will  he  done  when  the 
church  gets  fully  on  its  feet. 

The  first  echo  of  last  week’s  W.M.U. 
effort  was  from  Leland  with  $26.10,  ami 
close  behind,  the  Gunnison  W.M.U.  with 
$20.  • 

Wc  enter  the  great  mission  month  of  the 
year  with  sixteen  hundred  dollars  ahead  in 
Foreign  Missions  and  fifteen  hundred  dol- 
lars ahead  in  Home  Missions  over  last  year. 
Why  may  not  the  April.  1008  he  the  bumper 
month  of  h II  the  montlis  of  all  the  years? 
It  will  Is*  if  we  pray  and  work  to  the  end 
that  our  lain!  may  la*  glorified  in  the  saen 
tires  wc  make  to  the  honor  of  his  name  amt 
the  salvation  of  aouls.

Some  Convention  Items. 

A private  letter  from  Him.  B.  W.  Sle* 
phen.  dated  Singapore,  Feb.  18th.  saya: 

“We  are  now  scarcely  half  way  of  our 
tour  and  it  is  evident  that  it  will  be  iin|MHi- 
sihlp  to  return  in  time  to  attend  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 
I met  lion.  Joshua  Levering  in  Shanghai 
and  requested  him,  as  N ice- President,  to 
call  the  Convention  to  order,  and  he  prom- 
ised to  do  so.  More  than  I can  express. 
1 appreciate  the  honor  and  confidence  shown 
me  by  my  brethren,  anil  the  consideration 
they  gave  me  in  my  administration  of  the 
office.  I hope  that  the  forthcoming  Con- 
vention will  be  rich  in  results  and  brotherly 
communion.  I have  just  completed  a 
tour  of  eight  weeks  in  C'hina,  during  which 
I visited  many  of  our  Mission  stations,  and 
was  most  cordially  received.  Our  mission- 
aries are  doing  a great  work,  but  much  more 
remains  to  be  done.  May  the  Ixud  guide 
us  to  larger  things.  ” 

I have  also  received  a letter  from  Hon. 
Joshua  Levering  dated  Tung  Chow,  China. 
Feb.  3.  I quote  a few  sentences.  So 
far  we  have  visited  Rome.  Egypt,  Ceylon. 
Burma.  Strait  settlements.  South  and  Cen- 
tral China,  or  rather  parts  of  these  respec- 
tive countries.  From  what  we  have  seen 
we  have  doubtless  been  able  to  get  a com- 
prehensive view  of  the  mission  fields  of 
the  Far  East  as  a whole,  their  present  condi- 
tion and  prospects.  The  needs  of  them 
are  all  the  same,  and  can  be  expressed  in 
one  sentence— “A  large  force  of  mission- 
aries and  money  for  a better  equipment  . 
Surely  the  laymen’s  movement  was  bom 
of  the  Spirit  of  God  for  just  such  a time  as 
this.  I trust  its  message  is  being  heard 
and  responded  to  all  over  the  Southern  Bap- 
tist territory  with  largely  increased  con- 
tributions to  our  Board. 

On  April  14th  we  expect  to  sail  from 
Yokohoma  on  Steamer  Korea  for  San  Fran- 
cisco. via.  Honolulu,  being  due  at  San 
Francisco  May  1st.  Fro  mthere  by  easy 
stages  we  will  reach  Hot  Springs  to  attend 
the  Convention,  enroute  home.  ” 

I have  had  considerable  difficulty  in  se- 
curing minced  rates  over  the  railroads  to 
the  Convention  this  year,  but  hope  in  a 
few  days  to  make  definite  announcement 
regarding  same.

•4.000  men  • • * * we  have  only, 

700.  We  go  to  conquer.  It  is  wisdom 

growing  out  of  n«s-e«sity  to  meet  thd  enemy 
now;  every  consideration  enforce*  it.  **7 
leave  the  reaulta  in  the  hands  of  a wise  God* 
ami  rely  upon  Providence.  My  country  will 
do  justice  to  those  who  serve  her.'  And 
in  his  s|>eech  he  said*  ' Their  is  no  altern- 

ative but  victory  or  death.’  Brethren,* 
th<*sc  words  may  in*  applied  to  our  religious 
problems  in  the  South  today.  It  is  wisdom 
growing  out  of  necessity  to  meet  the  enemy 
which  General  Houston  saw  so  plainly  when 
with  his  little  eompany  he  faced  Santa 
Anna’s  hordes.  These  are  considerations 
which  enforce  the  duty  of  Home  Mission* 
among  Southern  Baptist*  and  set  in  relief  ^ 
the  Home  Mission  Board  as  a denomina- 
tional agency.  For  it  in  the  name  of  the 
Baptists  of  the  South  and  on  behalf  of  the 
lost  in  our  midst  I ask  your  support  M 
pastors  of  the  churches  of  Jems  Oirist.

In  the  history  of  our  religion,  both 
Jewish  and  fhristian.  all  heresy  of  any 
consequence  is  directly  traceable  to  the 
leaders.  Men  are  human,  subject  to  the 
fluctuations  of  the  human  mind,  and  there- 
fore the  public ’s  best  interests  are  not  safe 
in  the  hands  of  a few.  when  not  direct- 
ly amenable'  to  their  supporters.  Je- 
sus Christ  was  aware  of  this  fact,  and  He  him. 
enunciated  the  principle  of  individual  sov- 
ereignty and  responsibilty.  In  religion, 
and  in  all  government  affecting  the  indi-  Walnut  Springs,  Texas 
vidual,  he  cannot  delegate  his  responsibili- 
ty to  another,  and  therefore  by  right  of  his 
sovereignty  should  be  recognized.  From 
the  days  of  Joshua,  who  said  to  Israel. 

“Choose  you  this  day  whom  ye  will  serve.” 
yea.  from  the  days  of  Adam  and  Eve  in 
the  garden  of  Eden,  to  the  present  time, 
men  have  been  vested  with  the  heaven- 
born  freedom  of  choice;  and  in  respect  to 
government,  both  politically  and  rdigiouss- 
ly.  men  have  freedom,  only  when  they  choose 
to  make  themselves  slaves  of  another.  By 
inherent  right  God  only  is  the  Head  of 
man,  and  Jesus  Christ  is  the  only  Head 
of  His  church.  It  is  only  by  voluntary 
surrender  of  their  sovereignty  that  indi- 
viduals place  a man  at  the  head  of  any 
church,  and  only  by  the  assertions  of  their 
rights  will  that  man  be  deposed. 

Baptists  were  the  first  to  undertake  to 
carry  out  the  principle  of  individual  sover- 
eignty and  responsibility.  For  ages  they 
had  to  stand  alone  in  the  face  of  central- 
ized governments,  in  both  church  and  state, 
and  in.  many  instances  the  two  going  hand 
in  hand,  or  the  church  dictating  to  the 
State,  or  the  state  to  the  church.  But 
not  until  the  birth  of  the  United  States  of 
America  did  the  Baptist  principle,  the  New 
Testament  principle,  have  an  opportunity  to 
test  its  claims,  or  to  fully  develop  its  theory 
of  self-government,  democracy.  The  Bap- 
tist principle  gave  rise  to  our  national  form 
of  government.  Through  that-  principle 
not  only  has  the  Baptist  denomination  aris- 
en from  almost  insignificance  to  one  of  the 
greatest  religious  forces  is  the  world,  but 
our  own  United  States  has  become  the  first 
stations  of  the  earth.  And  all  this  within 
a little  more  than  a century.

Alter  our  delightful  visit  to 
Burma  we  had  a pleasant  sail 
through  the  Bay  of  Bengal  and 
arrived  at  Calcutta,  India,  Jan.

We  paid  a short -visit  to  Benares 
the  religious  center  of  India.  It 
is  to  the  Hindu  what  Mecca  is  to 
the  Mohammedan  or  Jerusalem  is 
to  the  Jew.  The  Hindu  is  hap- 
py if  he  can  come  here  to  die  and 
thus  go  to  heaven.  Thousands 
of  pilgrims  come  ao  as  to  worship 
and  bathe  in  the  sacred  waters  of 
the  Ganges.  The  temples  are 
numerous.  One  is  known  as  the 
“Monkey  Temple”  where  innum- 
erable monkeys  ehatter  around 
you.  Another  has  many  cows 
in  it.  “Sacred  Bulls”  walk 
around  and  eat  at  will  from  veg- 
etable  stalls.  The  forma  and 
ideas  of  worship  are  too  filthy  to 
describe.  Here  are  ‘“Holy  men” 
who  lie  in  filth  covered  with  a«hes. 
Here  is  one  who  has  taken  a 
"vow  of  silence”  and  will  not 
speak.  There  is  another  on  a 
bed  of  iron  spikes.  At  times  a 
man  holds  up  a hand  until  the 
nrai  is  withered,  and  it  can  never 
be  pulled  up  again.  Another
